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REPORT. 
His Excellency, . 
Davip P. Lewis, 
` Governor of Alabama: 
SIR:—The terms of the Geological Bill passed by the 

Legislature, ‘at their last session, make it the duty of the 
State Geologist to make to the Governor, an annual re- | 
port of the progress of the Survey. á 

In the early part of the summer, in connection with 
President N. T. Lupton, of this University, I made a re- 
connoissance of some coal lands in the vieinity of Tuska- 
loosa. ` l 

As soon as possible after the close of the session at the 
University, I took the field, and spent sóme time in the 
iron region, just south of Elyton, and in the examina- ` 
tion of the coal-fields of the Cahawba River, as ex- 
posed on the line of the South & North Ala., R. R. A 
second excursion was made into the Metamorphic 
Region, including parts of Clay, Coosa, Tallapoosa and. 
Autauga counties. A third excursion was made’ to 
Jackson county, at the request of a gentleman who 
wished to have some iron lands examined; whilst a 
fourth excursion was into the Iron lands of Bibb county. 
The disconnected nature of these excursions is explained | 
by the circumstances: that-I had not been able to draw 
from the treasury of the State any of the money appro- 
priated by the Legislature, for the equipment of the Sur- ` 
vey, and consequently being without a team and “camp 
equipage, I was obliged to suit my work to the means of ' 
transportation at my command—and my thanks are due 


e 
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to the managers of the A. & C., the 8. € N. Ala., and 
the S. R. € D. Railroads, for the courtesy of free travel 
over their lines extended to me in the capacity of State 
Geologist. Through this courtesy, the traveling expen- 
ses of the Geologist have been very materially lessened. 
Being, however, in a measure limited in my excursions 
to the immediate vicinity of the roads above named, no- 
thing like a connected and detailed examination of any 
part of the State has yet been possible. It was not until | 
late in August. that I obtained from the Auditor the war- — 
rant for the $500, the annual appropriation, for the trav- 
eling and incidental expenses of the survey. Before ob- 
taining this warrant, I had advanced money of my own 
for the purpose of defraying my expenses. 

From the above statement it will be seen that my work 
for the past summer has been, with the exception of the 
two weeks trip into the Metamorphic Region, ¿very dis- 
connected and fragmentary; and it is for this reason that 
I have not thought it proper to attempt anything like a 
report of the work done. Besides, the want of a labora- 
tory has hindered me, in working up the material col- 
lected during the summer, and a report, such as could 
be given now, wonld be very unsatisfactory. 

With this I enclose a statement of the account between 
myself and the the Geological Survey. ‘The item of dis- 
count on $500 warrant on August 5, was for the sale of 
my own Warrant, and before I received the warrant for 
the annual appropriation to the Survey. In selling the 
warrant, and in taking the proceeds for the purposes indi- 
cated, I was guided both by the advice ofthe State Treas- 
urer and Anditor. At that time, (and, indeed, since) no 
money could be had from the Treasurer, and I had the 
alternative of selling the warrant at the market price, or 
of foregoing entirely any fixed work during the summer, 
and in this matter, I trust that I have also the sanction 


“of your approval. 


With regard to the future of the Survey, I shonld be 
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glad ta turn your attention to the fact that none of the”. 
money ($3000) appropriated for the equipment, laboratory, 
&c., of the survey, has yet been drawn. I have not ever” 
drawn the warrants for the amount, because I did not” 
feel justified in sacrificing, by discount, any of that fund, - 
(which is not too large at $3,000). = That:a téam, ‘and `+ 
camp equipage, and chemicals, are absolutely necessary ' 
to the successful prosecution of the work needs, I think, : 
only to be stated to be seen, by any one who considers 
the matter, and therefore to ‚you I turn for advice and ' 
assistance, and I trust that they will not be witheld.. 

Can any arrangement be made by which part, at least, 
of the $3,000 of the appropriation can be drawn from the: 
treasury ? If some one in Montgomery could draw on 
account of the Survey, from the first moneys paid inte 
the treasury, a part or all of the fund appropriated for’ 
the equipment, it would forward the work of the Survey. 
To make the proper purchases, would take some time, 
and in order to be prepared for the field work of the next 
Spring, the wagon and camp equipage ought to be in 
readiness ; and even now, the want of the chemicals - 
stands in the way of my working up the materials ' 
already collected. 

If there is any way by which the fund may be drawn ' 
from the treasury, I should take it as a great favor if E | 
were informed of it. In conclusion, I would say that, : 
for the majority of the daily items of my traveling ac- 
count, I have not been able to obtain vouchers, nor have ` 
I thought it necessary to do so, since my daily account ` 
book, as a book of original entries, is at hand and open 
to inspection, and the accompanying statement is certi- 
fied to asa true copy of the same. 

Should you think it proper to have a fuller report of” 
what has been done by me in the field, during the past ' 
summer, I am prepard to give it; though, as I remarked * 
above, the said work has.been so fragmentary, and. to à * 
certain degree unsatisfactory, that I should be glad ta: 
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wait until more material shall have been cola before « 
making a formal report, which would in that case proba- . 
hly be ready about one year from this time.
